TOBONTO, May 19.—The incursion of 
O'Brien, the Irish agitator, seems to 
have changed the whole phase of Cana> 
dian politics and it is thought will have 
an important bearing on the future of 
parties and policies in the dommion. 
The extreme sensitiveness shown 
at 
the outset 
to criticism of any sort, 
whether of Canadian institutions gener- 
ally, or of Lord Lansdowne's landlordism 
particularly, where the critic happened 
not to be resident in the country, has 
given way, and now men have taken 
sides and in hotels, in the streets and in 
the newspaper offices comparisons are 
being made; the battle is being fought 
over the relative advantages of being 
American citizens or the Canadian sub- 
ects of her 
majesty. 
Catholics who 
spoke regretfully in regard to the Fenian 
invasion twenty years ago, do not speak 
so now, and Orangemen who talked in a 
determined manner about Mr. O'Brien's 
invasion" says if he attempted to speak 
here again he would probably pay the 
penalty with his life. 


The Orangemen seem to feel that they 
committed a blunder, ngt in having at- 
tacked the speakers or disturbed the 
meeting, but in not having done so half 
well enough. 
They now e x p r ^ disap- 
pointment because they allowed the 
n^eeting to take place at all. 


At 8:30 last night. President J. A. 
Mulligan, of the local branch of the Na- 
tional league, called at the hotel and 
asked Mr. O'Brien to go out and have a 
walk. D, P. Cahill, Dennis Kilbride, the 
evicted tenant; J. M. Wall, special cor- 
respondent of the New York Tribune^ 
being present, suggested that it would 
not be prudent to venture out, as dark- 
ness had fallen and a crowd of about 200 
rowdies were gathering around 
the 
hotel. 
Mr, O'Brien, however, persisted 
in going. 
" I have a right to go out," 
he said, in a determined manner; "Iwill 
go,*' and he did HO, the gentlemen be- 
fore mentioned accompanying him. 


A few steps led from the main en- 
trance to the BiOBsin house to the side- 
walk. • 
For more 
thAn two minutes 
neither O'Brien or his companions could 
step from the door. 
The crowd grew in 
niunberb and turbulence and crowded up 
to the doorway where Mr. O'Brien and 
Tenant Elilbride were standing. 
They 
hissed and groaned into O'Brien's face 
such cries as "Away, traitor," "Down 
with the dynamiter," and "God save the 
queen." 


"Come on," said Mr. O'Brien, smil- 
ing; "these men don't own the street," 
and the three 
pushed 
through the 
crowd with Mr. Mullen and R. T. Teefy 
bringing up the rear. 


A riot seemed 
imminent, 
as the 
Orangemen 
were 
armea 
with 
stout 
sticks, jast as they were at the meeting 
at Queen's park. 
They came up to New 
Tork street with his friends and shoved 
him and jostled against him, 
making 
several attempts to strike him on the 
head with their sticks. 
He dodged the 
blows, however, and his friends rallied 
around him; but they were as one to fif- 
ty. The faithful body guard was broken 
again and again, and Mr. O'Brien was 
driven up against the wall. 
There, with 
g:Ubride, Wall, Molligan and Cahill, the 
little party stood at bay, Mr. O'Brien 
shouting at the top of his voice: 


"You cowardly dogs, don't you see we 
are not armed? Let us alone." 


Hisses and cries of "God save the 
queen," and 
groans 
for dynamiters 
greeted this appeal. 
Two policemen 
stood by, but made no effort to disperse 
the mob. 
The party then turned into 
King street while the crowd increased. 
From the windows of some of the houses 
in this street bananna stalks, broken 
bricks, etc., were dropped down on the 
crowd, Mr. O'Brien and party, however, 
escaping injury so far. 


As the party turned into Bay street, 
D. P. Cahill, secretary of the local 
branch 
of the league, had his hat 
knocked oflF by a stone. 


Now the Orangemen began their real 
attack, for Bay street furnished a good 
opportunity, being covered all over with 
clay, broken bricks and cobblestones. 
Mr. O'Brien had on a tall hat, which 
furnished a good target. 
Mr. Wall was 
on his right, Kilbride and J. A. Mulli 
gan were on his 
left. 
"Look out, 
O'Brien," shouted Wall; "stones are 
coming. 
It's Belfast over again." 


"Oh, it ig all right," replied O'Brien. 
"It would be better for Liansdowne if 
they let ns alone." 
As he spoke a vol- 
ley of 
bricks and eobblesfones 
came 
flying from the centre of the 
Orange- 
men, missing their heads but 
knocking 
the plastering off the adjacent wall. 
Shouts of "To hell with the pope," 
"Kill the traitor," and so on, rose high 
above the din. 
The O'Brien party were 
still on the sidewalk, and the Orange- 
men thronged the street. 


D. I. Kellogg, reporter for the New 
York AS'MW, now rushed behind O'Brien 
and was about to warn him, when a 
stone struck O'Brien's hat knocking it 
ofi. O'Brien stooped his head. 
J. M. 
Wall, who was standing by his side, 
lifted hie head to look in the Section of 
the missiles, when a huge stone struck 
him on the side of the head and tum- 
bled him heels over head. 
Hereeled in- 
to Johnson's lane, a little alley running 
off Bay street, and fell upon a heap of 
stone. 
Dennis Kilbride, Mr. Teefy, 
treasurer of the National league, and 
Mr. Mann, a Telegram reporter, helped 
him up and carried him into Hopper's 
drug store where his wound was dressed 


He was then helped to the Bossin 
house. 


"Take care of this man," said Mr. 
Teefy, addressing a policeman; "he is 
wounded." 


"Let him take care of himself," re- 
turned the policeman. 
"What do they 
want here ?" 


Mr. O'Brien and his friends then 
turned into Wellington street, the stones 
still flying and the yells and groans loud- 
er, if possible, than ever. 
Mr. O'Brien 
attempted to take refuge in Sharp's 
laund^, but failing in that he rushed 
into the bicycle store of Thos. Laller, 
j r. adjoining. A yolley of stones shat- 
tered the windows and the mob burst 
into the store, yelling like demons and 
throwing missiles in the direction which 
Mr. O'Brien had taken toward the end 
pf the store. 


Some ladies and old women screamed 
and fainted while the mob tumbled pell 
mell, helter skelter, over the bicycles 
and other machines, smashing one against 
the other in their savage fury and amid 
cries "Kill the Itraitor," "Hang ^him," 
"Lansdowne forever." 


Mr. O'Brien, however, was safely led 
away. 
C. Cashman, an official of the 
Crown Land department, reached the 
hotel in safety. D. 
P. Cahill was 
knocked down and received two danger- 
ous cuts from broken bottles. 
More 
than a score of other persons were more 
or less seriously injured. The mob now 
seemed satisfied. 
Mr. Laller's 
store 
was completely wrecked, several hun- 
dred dollars' worth of his property being 
destroyed. 


Two more policemen appeared, mak- 
ing four in tUl, in the presence of a 
crowd of fully 1,000 rioters who had 
possession of the streets for at least half 
an hour, throwing bricks and cobble 
stones at the small group of unarmed 
men. 


Treasurer Teefy, of the local branch 
of the league, has sent out the following 
telegram to the leaders of the league in 
New York and Chicago: 


O'Brien has been mobbed in the 
streets of Toronto by Orangemen. 
J. 
M. Wall, of the New York Tribune, was 
seriously wounded." 


Police Sergent Adair got cut in the 
head and when his three comrades saw 
this they moved to a respectable dis- 
tance and let the mob do as they 
pleased. 


Up to midnight the neigborhood of 
he Roasiu house was filled with a mob, 
who groaned and yelled to their hearts' 
content; but as there was not at any 
time an opposing element, the crowd, 
tired and hoarse, began to abuse each 
other and fight among themselves. 


Disappointed and tired, the mob at 
last, with cries of "Hang O'Brien," 
"Away with the traitor" and "God save 
the queen," dispersed in disorder. 


Mr. O'Brien said to an Associated 
Press representative: "Lansdowne has 
now done his worst. 
His policeman ab- 
solutely surrendered us to the mob and 
had we not taken refuge in the bicycle 
shop we would have been killed." 
He 
declares to-night that the more the 
Orangemen oppose him the longer he 
will stay in Canada, 


Mr. O'Brien is in receipt of numerous 
congratulatory telegrams, including one 
from James Qorden Bennett, proprietor 
of the New York Herald. 
'The Mail, of 
Toronto, prints a lengthy editorial de- 
fending Ijord Liansdowne's course 
to- 
ward his tenants, evidently inspired by 
his lordship, and Mr. O'Brien congratu- 
lates himseif upon his success in "smok- 
ing the governor general out." 


They See Their Shame. 
CHICAGO, May 19.—A NeiMs special 
from Toronto says: Long after the 
telegraph offices had closed for the ni^ht, 
last night, and just as Mr. O'Brien was 
about to retire tu rest, he was waited 
upon by six members of the dominion 
parliament, who expressed their deep 
sense of sorrow and shame at the occur- 
rence, and of sympathy 
with 
Mr. 
O'Brien. 


TORONTO, May 19.—The 
Globe 
re- 
ferring to yesterday's disturbance, says: 
""The ruffianism of yesterday doubles 
what all the eloquence and courage of 
O'Brien vainly attempted. 
They have 
thrown over to him a volume of pulic 
sympathy which he could not have 
otherwise obtained- He stands now iden- 
tified with the cause of free speech in 
Canada, of freedom to walk the streets 
and of freedom to indicate his opinion 
and these common rights must be vindi- 
cated at any necessary trouble or cost." 


The Mail 
says: "The mobbing of 
O'Brien and friends on the street last 
night was a barbarous and unlawful act 
and the police who have behaved so well 
under trying circumstances should leave 
nothing undone to find out the perpetra- 
tors of the outrage."

A BOLDJPLOT ! 


The Conservative Party in Mexico Dis- 
covered in a Scheme to Ruin 
the 
Government. 


NKW YOBK, 
May 
19.—A 
Herald 
special from the Oi^ of Mexico says; 
"It is stated in upper government cir- 
cles that a plot on the part of the con- 
servative party, which is as bold and 
ambitious as it is impracticable, has been 
discovered. 
Prominent members of 
congress are in the confidence of Presi- 
dent Diaz and several cabinet mem- 
bers stated to-day that there is no doubt 
but that the Mexican conservatives have 
actually invited Don Carlos, the Span- 
ish pretender, to visit this county for 
the purpose of 
entangling 
him in 
Mexican politics and eventually making 
him 
the 
head 
of 
their 
party. 
My informant asserts that all the details 
of the plot are well known to to the gov- 
ernment. 
Don Carlos has accepted an 
invitation to visit Mexico, where he was 
hospitably entertained and made many 
friends some years ago. 
Whether he is 
aware of the intention of his Mexican 
friends is not certain, although it is be- 
lieved he is. The promoters of the plot 
wrote some time ago to Bome, asking 
the pope's blessing on their undertaking, 
but the scnswer of the Vatican was not 
encouraging. " 


The Striking Shoemakers Win. 


HAVBBHTUI, Mass., May 19.—The 
shoemakers lockout has been broken and 
another victory credited to the Kn^hts 
of Labor. 
Late last night a committee, 
representing the Manufacturers associa- 
tion, held a conference with the local 
board of arbitration, and the result was 
an order for the employes of Chiok 
Bros, to resume work at once at the 
prices named in the contract, which ex- 
pired in July, 1886. 
Three thousand 
men return^ this morning, and all the 
f actori^ have resumed work. 


PmsBUBO, May 19.—The strike of 
the puddlers at W. D. Wood's mill, Mc- 
Keesport, was broken by the men re- 
turning to work last night. 
The strike 
has lasted ten weeks and resulted in a 
failure on the part of the exployes to es- 
tablish an 
Amalgamated 
association 
lodge at this mill. 


BTTFFAIIO, May 19.—The strikers at 
Newman's and the Akron cement works, 
returned to work this morning. 
An ad- 
vance of twenty-five cents a day was 
deaianded, but a compromise was made 
granting twelve and a hsdf.

For some time past a committee has 
been examining the books and records 
of Marshal Frank Supple, of Columbia 
City. 
They make an exhaustive report 
very damaging to Mr. Supple, and of a 
character that leaves no room for him to 
squirm out of a very tight place. The 
report finds him short in the collection 
of delinqaent taxes, short on the license 
moneys collected, aconsed of issning 
moneys on frandolent names for street 
work, accosed of cheating in the working 
of poll tax and of nsing street employes 
to operate his coal oil line at the town's 
expense. 
Mr, Supple seems to have 
had something to do with every depart- 
ment of the town government and seems 
to have worked every point to his own 
advantage as well as to secure his elec- 
tion as an independent candidate for 
marshal. 


Mr. Supple waa called before the 
town council and in behalf of the board 
Mr. Tulley asked him to resign the 
office, at least, until all charges preferred 
could be cleared up. 
This he refused to 
do, and the board then gave him one 
week's time in which to vindicate him- 
self, and reduced his salary to $15 per 
month. 


The manner of transacting the town's 
business, as indicated by the report, is 
anything but complimentary to the old 
board. 
Altogether to much authority 
was given, or taken, by Mr. Supple, thus 
opening an avenue for malfeasance, or 
stealing, just as you please, that was ex- 
ceedingly tempting. No restraint was 
placed on him. 
He issued bills for labor, 
o. k.'d them, and they were allowed 
without further investigation. They may 
have all been just bills; but ti^e commit- 
tee does not seem to think'so. 


Mr. Supple, who is well known heje, 
can make no defense and had better step 
down and out. 


GRAND LODGE I. 0. 0. F. 


Submission of Reports Show Gratifying 
Increase In Membership, 


The semi-aunual communication of 
the Grand lodge, I. O. O. F., of Indi- 
ana, began its sesBion in Indianapolis 
yesterday iu grand lodge hall, and 
thi*re was a large attendance of dele- 
gates. 


A. N. Grant, grand master, presided, 
and submitted an extensive report, cov- 
ering the details of bis work during the 
pest six month. 


Grand Secretary Foster submitted a 
statistical report, Ito the eflfect that an 
inspection of the returns for the term, 
ending December 31, 1886. shows a net 
gain in membership of 533, swelling the 
total gain for 1886 to 1,355. The initia- 
tions for the year were 2,450 while the 
accessions by card and reinstatement 
were larger than usual and the loss 
from suspensions, expulsions and death 
were leas. 
During the term 1,400 
brothers 
and 180 widowed fami- 
lies 
were 
relieved, 
and the 
total amount of relief expended was $43,- 
161.82. 
To this add $36,621.25, amount 
expended for the term ending June 30, 
1885, and it swells the total relief during 
the year to $89,782 97. 
The secretary 
also stated that nine lodges had failed to 
make report for the term, and that the 
lodge at Perkinsville had surrendered 
its charter. 
At the close of the last 
term there were 552 effective lodges in 
the state, with an active membership of 
26,270. The rejections numbered 86; 
past grands, 10,210; ladies receiving 
degrees of Bebekab, 534; resources of 
lodges, $1,557,451.61; receipts of lodges, 
$133,887 87; expenses of lodges, $55.- 
588.80; due« to grand lodge, jf4,063.45; 
total expenses (including relief) $98,- 
750.62. The total receipts of the grand 
lodge (inolading balance on hand at 
last report) was $19,592 96, and the ex- 
penditares 
$8,259.21, 
leaving 
present 
balance $11,3.3.3.75. 
A autnmary of t h e 
reports of t h e Rebekah degree 
lodges 
show 112 in active work, with a total 
membership of 5,464. 
T h e receipts for 
the 
past 
year, 
including 
assets, was 
$10,176.21,'and the total expense, in- 
cluding relief, was $3,247.90. 


The report of T. P. Haughey, grand 
treasurer, tallied with that of the secre- 
tary in details. 
The total assetts of the 
grand lodge were reported at $44,133.75, 
and the total grand lodge hall fund $11,- 
432.72; of the latter there still remains 
a ballance of $7,545.40. 


Tbe trustees of the grand lodge hali 
reported the disburtsement of $2,323.75 
ia divideijds.

classes of boys, and a vast expanse of 
pasture land, which now, Mr. Moody 
says, he is making to blossom like & 
garden. But it was alive with wood- 
chucks then, and in their ages of un- 
disturbed possession they had bur- 
rowed through and through that pasture 
land till they must have had an under- 
ground network of holes that crossed 
each other like a veritable labyrinth. 
Mr. Moody was inclined to dispute their 
possession, and offered his boys 25 
cents a head for their capture.' The 
boys were fully alive to their oppor- 
tunitiesj and many were the hunting 
parties that came home laden with dead 
woodchucks, which were promptly ex- 
changed for silver quarters by their 
worthy employer. A little band of 
Indian boys especially distinguished 
themselves on the hunt, having the ad- 
vantage over the other boys by reason 
of their early training ; but no one had 
reason to complain, for time smiled on 
them all in those days, and dreadful 
was the woodchuck mortality. 


By and by Mr. Moody found that his 
outlay for woodchucks was beginning 
to be an appreciable drain on his purse : 
when woodchucks were so plenty 25 
cents was altogether too high a price 
to pay for them, he reasoned, and one 
morning he aiinotanced to the school 
that he would be compelled to cut 
down the bonus on woodchucks from 
25 cents to 10. 
There was no help for 
it. The die was cast; and however 
plentiful, it was out of the question 
killing woodchucks for 10 cents a head 
when they had been getting 25 cents. 
So the boys had an indignation meet- 
ing, and the Indians were foremost in 
urging the most approved methods of 
labor agitation known to the craft; the 
other boys gave hearty assent, and a 
boycott was voted on Mr. Moody which 
has not been broken to this day. No 
student at Mt. Hermon school was to 
kill any of Mr. Moody's woodchucks 
for 10 cents ; they would see the wood- 
chucks eat up the foundations of their 
boarding-house first; they would wait 
for developments, A committee waited 
on Mr. Moody and informed him of the 
action of the assembly. 
Mr. Moody re- 
mained firm, and the woodchucks once 
more disport themselves on that blue 
orthodox mount, feeling that there is 
no man to make them afraid.—Spring- 
field 
Republican.

Some of our citizens will remember 
Charley Fant, the ferret, who was ^at 
one time engaged by our common coun- 
cil to look up sequestrated property for 
taxation. 
Well, Charley has thrived in 
this business for many years, but the 
attorney general has ruined his business 
forever in this state by the following de- 
cision: "County commissioners have 
no right to contract with parties to look 
up sequestrated property; that thisbusi- 
nesss devolves wholly upon the treas- 
urers, and it is the duty of these offi 
cers to look up taxes on omitted prop- 
erty with additional compensation. All 
contracts with «'ferrets" are held by him 
to be illegal and void; further, that taxes 
on omitted property are not delinquent 
taxes; still again, that in such cases the 
treasurer is entitled to no more compen- 
sation than the law gives for the ordi- 
nary collection of taxes. 


Under a recent supreme court decis- 
ion relating to a case brought from 
Pulaski county, it appears that boards 
of equalization have inquisitorial powers 
of wide extent. 
They can, as a body or 
as members severally, push their inquiry 
regarding the truthfulness of a tax return, 
even to an examination of an individual's 
books and accounts. In addition, it is 
asserted that under this decision each 
member of a board of equalization can 
demand of any one who is suspected of 
concealing property to avoid taxation 
the fullest answers as to his business 
affairs. If, on such an examination, it 
is found that a false return has been 
made, the person making the return can 
be prosecuted for per j ury. 
It is rumored 
the county commissioners will institute 
this system of 
minute investigation 
when the board of equalizatton meets in 
June.

Horf Hr. M^ody Was Boycotted. 


D. L. Moody has a good story t 


tell of tho benevolent capitalists wh 
sometimes visit him at his plcuaon 
Northtield home. "You business me 
don't get all the beneiit of thiH lal>o 
agitation," ho sometimes says. "I knoi 
how it is, I've been bnycotted my 
BOlf," 


"You, Mr. Moody ?" they ask ia sur 


prise; "wo thought you were way oa 
of rango of that sort of thing." ' 


"No, I ain't," replies the genial 


evangelist, anti with a twinkle in lit 
eye ho tolls thin story of his oiperienci 
with tho labor agitators. It was ser 
eral years ago, when his boys' school ft 
Mt. Hermon had ite beginning. There 
Wasn't much to the nchool then excep 
two or three buildings, two snml 
clasaou of boys, and a vast expanse o 
pasture land, which now. Mr. Moody 
says, he is mnking to blossom like- * 
garden. But it was alivo with wood 
chuuku then, and in their ages of un 
disturbed possession they had bur 
rowed through and through that pasture 
land till they must have had an under 
ground network of holes that crossed 
each other like a veritable labyrinth 
Mr. Moody was inclined to dispute their 
possession, and offered his bora 25 
cants a head for their capture." The 
boys were fully alive to their oppor- 
tunities) and many wore the hunting 
parties that came home laden with dear 
•woodchncks, which were promptly ex- 
changed for silver quarters by their 
worthy employer. A little band oJ 
Indian boys especially distinguisheo 
themselves on the hunt, having the ad- 
vantage over the other boya by reiison 
of then-early training; but no'one had 
reason to complain, for time smiled on 
them all in those days, and dreadful 
was the woodchnck mortality. 


By and by Mr. Moody found that his 


iutl»y for woodchucks was beginning 
to bo an appreciable drain on his purse: 
when "woodehucks were so plenty 25 
cents was altogether to'o high a price 
to pay for them, he reasoned, and one 
morning ho announced to tho. school 
that ho would bo compelled to cut 
down tho bonus on woodchucks from 
25 cents to HI. There was no help for 
it. The die was east; and however 
plentiful, it was- out of tho question 
Killing woodelmoka for 10 cents a hear! 
when they had been getting i!a cents. 
Bo the boys had an indignation moot- 
ing, aud tho Indians were foremost in 
urging tho moat approved methods of 
labor agitation known to the craft; the 
3th or boys gave hearty assent, and it 
boycott was voted ou Mr. Moody which 
iiaa nut been broken to this day. No 
•Indent at 3It. Hcnuon school was to 
loll any of Mr. Monrly's •wonrichncks 
for 10 cents; they would see the wood- 
•hucku eat up tho foundations of their 
joarding-houso Jirst; they would wait 
'or developments. A committee waited 
on Mr. Moody and informed him of tho 
action of the assembly. Mr. Moody re- 
mained firm, uud tho woodohucks once 
more disport themselves on that blun 
orthodox, mount, fooling that there ia

cision: "Connty commissioners have 
no right to contract with parties to look 
ip sequestrated property; that thisbusi- 
lesss devolves wholly upon the treas- 
irere, and it IB the duty of these offi • 
cere to look up taxes on omitted prop- 
erty with additional compensation. All 
contracts with "fcrreta" ore hold by him 
to be illegal and void; further, that taxes 
on omitted property are not delinqnent 
taxee; still again, that in such cased the 
treasurer is entitled to no more compen- 
sation than the law given for tho ordi- 
iary collection of taxea.
